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Gen.  Eichelberger,  Jones  To  Address  Graduates 

General  Robert  L.  Eichelberger,  distinguished  retired  World  War 
II  Army  commander,  will  deliver  the  commencement  address  at  Pres- 
byterian College  on  June  2. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown  also  has  announced  that  the  June  1 
baccalaureate  sermon  will  be  preached  by  the  Rev.  Lynn  Temple  Jones, 
PC  alumnus  who  serves  as  pastor  of  the  Columbia  (S.  C.)  Eastminster 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  will  receive  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity 
degree   at  these   78th   commencement   exercises. 

Three   Honorary   Degree   Recipients 

Dr.  Brown  earlier  had  announced  these  honorary  degree  recipients. 
in  addition  to  Jones:  the  Rev.  Ernest  Arnold  of  Atlanta,  president  of 
the  Protestant  Radio  and  Television  Center;  and  the  Rev.  Allen  Jacobs 
of  Talladega,  Ala.,  president  of  the  Alabama  Home  for  Children.  Like 
Jones,  these  two  also  are  Presbyterian  College  alumni  who  are  being 
awarded   doctor   of  divinity   degrees. 

Gen.  Eichelberger  retired  from  the  Army  in  1948  after  an  out- 
standing career  dating  back  to  his  1909  graduation  from  West  Point. 
His  last  assignment  was  commander  of  the  Allied  and  United  States 
ground  forces  in  Japan  (1946-48).  He  received  promotion  to  full  general 
in  retirement  in  1954. 


Speakers   Ricli   in   Experience 

This  much  decorated  officer  served  as  superintendent  of  West 
Point  in  1940-41  and  then  moved  into  action  first  as  commander  of  the 
77th  Infantry  Division  and  later  as  I  Corps  commander  (1942-44)  during 
the  hectic  New  Guinea  and  New  Britain  campaigns  and  in  the  reoccu- 
pation  of  the  Philippines.  From  1944  to  1948  he  directed  the  U.  S. 
Eighth  Army.  He  is  the  author  of  "Our  Jungle  Road  to  Tokyo"  and  a 
contributor  to  current  periodicals. 

The  Rev.  Lynn  Temple  Jones,  who  will  preach  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  to  Presbyterian  College's  graduating  seniors,  has  served  as 
pastor  of  the  Eastminster  Presbyterian  Church  since  the  fall  of  1956. 
Prior  to  that,  he  rendered  outstanding  service  in  the  pulpit  of  the 
Royster  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  for  14  years. 
He  was  graduated  from  PC  in  1936  and  from  Union  Seminary  in 
Richmond  in  1939. 


PC    Senior    Wins    Woodrow    Wilson    Grant 

Presbyterian  College  Senior  Jimmie  Suttle  of  Clinton  is  the  wii 
of  a  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellowship  for  graduate  study. 

Suttle  said  he  already  has  been  accepted  at  Duke  University 
he  will  continue  his  work  in  physics  next  fall.  He  heads  towards  June 
graduation  with  just  six  "B's"  marring  an  all-"A'-  record  over  the  past 
at  Presbyterian. 

Suttle  emerged  as  one  of  46  fellows  elected  from  among  221 
nominees  in  the  three-state  Region  6  area  encompassing  South  Carolina. 
Georgia  and  Florida.  Each  fellowship  provides  for  tuition  at  the  chosen 
graduate  school  plus  $1,400  in  expense  money  for  unmarried  fellows, 
with  additional  consideration  for  dependents. 

News  of  Suttle's  selection  came  from  Professor  Charles  D.  Houn- 
shell  of  Emory  University,  chairman  of  Region  6.  He  said  his  committee 
evaluated  each  nominee's  undergraduate  transcript,  letters  of  recom- 
mendation and  statement  of  purpose.  Final  selections  were  made  on 
the  basis  of  personal  interviews. 

Hounshell  pointed  out  the  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellowship 
Foundation  has  as  its  purpose  encouraging  high-quality  young  students 
with  teaching  potentialities  to  enter  the  academic  profession.  Acceptance 
of  a  fellowship  carries  no  obligation  except  that  this  profession  be 
given  serious  consideration  as  a  career  by  each  fellow.
